In his reply, which was received the same 
morning, he alleged that none of the deaths 
registered were due to plague; which was 
only tobe expected, as there Is no law In 
this Colony requiring a proper certificate 
of death from & qualified medical man. 
There apparently the matter rested as far 
as the Registrar-General wa’-eoncerned, 
for he does not seem to have thought it 
his duty to take any action on. our inform- 
ation.
